Mr. Dunsmuir — According to the pres- 
ent charter nothing can Vio done this year 
if 1 <jiily put a bridge for hnckn or wagons 
acros.s, as in that c.ise the act requires 
that 1 shall get a new charter. But under 
tile .sottleiiient act I .nn given powsr fco 
|mt 11 railway bridge across without a nt»w 
charter. It would be a swing bridge. Of 
course I should have to satisfy the gor- 
oriior-in-couiicil and obtain the consent of 
that body, and probably the |.lnii of the 
bridge 1 sent might not suit, and I would 
have to alter it accordingly ; but I could 
not be prcvonted from cuimtriicting a 
bridge of some description. If I made 
the tcrniinna on the other sido I do not 
think I could [iiit up a bridge iiieroly for 
hacks, wagons or foot paHsengors without 



difference to nie from those how charged 
to lluHsoU st-itioii. Wo have our tarifl' 
and would get uo iiku'o for bringing tho 
line what would be less than a mile. We 
could not ask any more for that distance. 

Coun. Gjrant — quite agree with you 
tiiere; .you know very well, and no man 
better;! that' if atone were unloaded by the 
cars at some central point tho cost would 
only be a fraction of what it is now, aud 
the quantity used would be greater in 
volume, and tho same may bo said of 
cord wood; and at a very early day we are 
looking forward to your supplying the 
city with coal, because coal could be 
landed cheaper in this city than fnun a 
point across the way. 

Mr. Dunsumir — 1 may say that I should 
get no more for hauling coal nnd cordwood 
into tho city than for bringing it to iliia- 
soll's atjition, but 1 say that owing to the 
shorter liaul it would reduce the price to 
citixons. 

Mayor — ^You would have, though, al 
most the monopoly of the coal trade. 

.Mr. Dufisiuuir So far as that goes I 
liave had it for years without Mking any 

adv. Ullage of it. 

iMayor But still it would be more so 
if you had a coal yard here. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — As far as monopoly 
goes, it would ba nothing new; for in 
household coal I have had it for years. 

Mayor — But there is other coal. 

Mr. IniiiBiiiiiir Yea; but people do nob 
buy it in any quantity. 

Coun. Pearse — Not in any quantity. 

Oouii. (irant — There is another side of 
tho question besides the ooal side. The 
act bringing tho railway to the city would 
have tho onect of inoreasiug the volume 
of traffic and would bo of very groat ad- 
vantage to the traveling public an well as 
to uiorehants in shipping goods. It would 
eost less for such Hhipiiients if the station 
were in thb city, and a passenger in the 
morning could leave his hotol, cat<;h up 
hia gripstick and be at the station in a few 
momenta; whereas now, even in a car- 
riage, it takes some little time to got 
there. The only people for wliuni it i* 
better now are liackiiien and draynion, 

Mr. Ddiiamuir — I do not think so; for 
tho reaBou that it has always beon oO 
cents to the wharves, and is now only 
50 cents to Russell's station. 

Now, gentlemen, there is ono thing I 
want to wiy to you, since you, as the city 
fathers, represent Victoria. There was a 
great cry about the railroad, and it is a 
fact that those who howled most ab-jut it 
have tloue less for it than those who said 
uothing. Thoy are men who have never 
taken a triji over the lino or sent a ton of 
froiijht over it, but they were those who 
made the biggest cry about it. 

Coun. Poarse — How do they send it ? 
By steamer I 

Mayor— Perhaps •^lioy have not got any 
to send. 

Mr. Dunsnmir —Well, gentlemen, al- 
tiiough I have not yet altogether got the 
Indian reserve matter lixod, I see that it 
li your wish that the railroad should come 
iuto Victoria. It is my wish, also, and 
you must recollect that, if the council has 
anything to give to aid in bringing the 
line into Victoria, I do not want it. If 
you have ^20,000 to devote to that pur- 
jiose then 1 stiy, instead of doing so, 
divide it up into four chetiues for $5,000 
each and give it to four diUbront hospitals. 
As for myself, 1 do not want it, and would 
uot take it were it ollbred to me. I have 
made up my luind, nevertheless, ti.i bring 
the railroad into Victoria iiniaodiatoly, 
aud although I have not yet, 1 will get 
tho matter of tho reserve settled, and you 
will get your wish.

When in the 
council t'ouii. riiggins moved his resolu- 
tion regarding this matter, there were 
two rcasoiia why 1 did not approve of it. 
Tho first of these was that 1 know that

Tho uppeniaiice of M'llo Rhea iiiitl lior 
superb coinpfinj' at Thu Victoria this wook 
has formed oiii) of tlio iiioBt uiijoynblo and 
artistic entortaimuents over givou in this 
city. M'lle Flhoa's oharacters ttro,.inudo 
to dolineatu all that is.olevating.'Jnoble'Bnd 
grand in di-iiiuatio art. She has mastored 
the groatest e.saontial to nucceHS in acting, 
and tliat is, to bu as natural in the ch.-\rac- 
tor slie aasunioH as it wouhl be in reality 
ofi' tho stage. Rhea is endowed by nature 
with rare grace and beauty, lior features 
are of tliat dulicato French type so pleaa- 
ing"to contemplate. She can be bril- 
liant, handaonio, putulent ; tho grand 
duchess or the 8iini)le country girl, and in 
each lier face will be a Ptory of the life she 
is portniying before an audiuuce. In tho 
intense and subtle emotionB of Cainillo 
she is a woiuiui of the Parisian world

A representative of The Coloni.st was 
received by M'llo Rhea at the Driard yes- 
terday, "and during a conversation on 
dramatic art and the stage, tho tiiloiited 
lady spoke eloiiuently upon her profession 
which she ilearly lovcii and has made tho 
one absorbing Htudy of her life. 

".•Voting, ' aiioaaiil, "Ills become a fash- 
ion like uverything else, and to an 
actress the [uiblic taste is an enigma only 
to be solved by expoiienoe. It Ib con- 
stantly changing like the seasons. If 1 
go south tliis ye;u', 1 find that the stylo of 
[jla^.s .succi's.sful ihore during a previous 
season are not well reofivcd. .-Vgain, in 
the westj' ^lays popular in New ^'ork and 
the east fail to evoke any great degree of 
approbation. What 1 think will please 
tho public tlio moat sometimes fails to 
please them at all. Standard jilays are 
rapidly being superseded by those of a 
more light and .sensational character and 
art aloiio is no longor appreciated, which 
is a great pity, for to me it is the embel- 
lishment of all that is grand, exalting and 
beautiful in natiu-e. Unless some sensa- 
tion is mingled with it a play in these 
days seldom gains success from artistic 
morit alone, la it not true ihnt an aetrosa 
with acknowledged talent though lacking 
originality of i'lvention for t lu> vei s.il ile 
taste of the public ia le.s.s succesKful than 
one with verj- little t.ileut It is much 
easier to win the public by playing at one 
theatre continually, and that is tho reason 
of the success of Daly s company in New 
York. They have played to the same pub- 
lic for ten years, and if an actrcs.s is not 
good in one part her previous successe.>( 
are remembered and she is not unjustly 
orlticised. 

When we are travelling we arrive on 
the day of the performance and nuist con- 
<Iuor immediately, or we have failed, for 

we liuve no lime to tight for our reputa- 
tion. Tlie lirofcssiou of an actress ia a 
very trying career. W'e nuist laugh or 
cry at will, l)e the perfection of buoyant 
life amid scenes of gay frivolity, when our 
liearts may bo breaking over some terrible 
sorrow which to o.xpose for an instant 
wovdd mar o\u' work irreparably. A painter 
can correct the faults ot hia picture, an 
author can tear up .i pagi; tliat i.a not suit- 
able for publication, but an actress has no 
recourse, she must be perfect at once or 
she has failed." 

"Do you find tho public .so poremi)torj' 
as this in tliuir demands, M'llo t" 

"Yes, indeed, tlie public expect to see 
a perfect pert'oruuince and no matter what 
tho excuse is they will not accept it. I 
must confess that 1 experience the same 
feeling when I attend a performance. 1 
might say, 'poor woman, I am sorry for 
her,' yet 1 cannot imagine she can play 
any better. The public uovor make up 
for what they cannot see. " 

"Your r'7«tr/(i/ii' M'llu. eoiupriaea some 
of tho most ditlicult [iLiys now liefoi e tho 
publiu, yet you produce a simple char- 
acter in tho "Country ftirl" entirely at 
variance with your other characters." 

"All! few people c;iu apiueciate the 
'Country (iii-r as it deaervea, and they 
ask why doe.s she play a cliaract.er that 
gives no scope tV^i iMuotiou and |)oworful 
acting. It is to give wiity things their 
true value that produces perfection in 
dramatic art. It is to be vivacious, aim- 
plo, and life-like in chai-iicters exactly op- 
posite that uiarks the true merit of an 
actiesa. I will pl;iy ten vivacious women 
and not make one alike." 

"Do you tind that tho French school of 
acting differs materially from the Eng- 
lish/" 

"Oh, yes, the French school is not 
given so much to a dis])lay ef elocutionary 
powers, but the true value to words is 
studied; that is why I love tho charaet-er 
f)f '(ialatea,' becausi^ each word oiin be 
beautifullv evproased with good oU'ect and 
there are HO many pretty lights and «lia 
dows to make out of one setitenco. There- 
fore, if I were English I would play nothing 
but Shakespeare, liecaliso Hvery word 
conveys its uieuiiiug to an inttdligent 
audience. 

"1 notice that j-our conception of 'Ca- 
millo' is entirely different from tho gen- 
eral idea." 

"Ves; J endeav(jr to (d)literato all tho 
rough elements of the character, and 
bring outonlv tliat allowabh^ in t ho high- 
est demands of art, wliii h ia to me divine 
enough to cHaee any Migiicative uitked- 
nesB in 'Camille. ' 1 believe an actress is 
OS much entitled to this license in deline- 
ating characters as the woodsman who 
clears a wild, d(^aolate forest and converts 
it into u beautiful ]i;iik, tliiis reianving 
the provioua idea of iig'iuesa. I have seen 
the woman in !■' ranee from whom tho 
oharaoter of '(Jamille' was created. Her 
name is Eugenie Douche, and although 
now 63 years old, she is a queen in ap- 
)iearance and no duchess in the royal pal- 
ace is more stately and graceful and de 
sidte the life she led, she poasoasos tlio 
roiinemont oi a lady. I do not think a 
woman like 'Camille' would saeriliee her 
life only from tlio lovu in her heart; a 
woman who loves ]iaasionately will nevtir 
•,BilOlifioe':herself t bus for her lover. She 
would become a prwy to blasted hopes, 
and cheated aiiticipatiipua which would 
compel her either to subiuit to the inevit- 
able or kill him. 1 make the oliaracter of 
'Camille' as pure as it ought to be, f(U' I 
believe she was unfortunato in being 
roared in an atmosphere of vico while her 
instincts wej^ good and noble. " 

M'lle. Rhea off tlio stage is eminently a 
retiiied lad)' and in life evinces all t.lie 
bright vivacity and deliglitful |ii-eaence 
that win for hor tho respect and admira- 
tion of an audience. She will rotuni east 
wn tho Northern' Pacific, and oxiiecti* to 
visit Victoria next year, wiion siie will 
no doubt receive a grand welcome, now 
that our people know her to bo one of the 
greatest ariiit^ who lias ever visited us.
